L- — The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  above  Asylum  beg 
to  present  to  the  Councils  of  the  County  and  City  respectively 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  3 1st  December,  1909. 

2.  — Only  one  change  in  the  Staff  has  occurred  during  the 
year,  namely,  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Rutile/ .ge  to  the  position 
of  the  3rd  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Mary 
Ilankin,  who  resigned.  Dr.  Braine-Hartnell  and  the  other 
Officers,  of  the  Asylum  continue  to  discharge  their  duties  to 
our  satisfaction. 

3.  — We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  our  colleague,  the 
late  Admiral  Britten,  whose  services  have  been  much  appre¬ 
ciated  by  us.  The  vacancy  on  our  Committee  created  by  the 
Admiral's  death  has  not  yet  been  filled  up,  but  we  feel  that 
his  removal  will  be  a  distinct  loss  to  the  County. 

4.  — We  append  copies  of  the  Reports  of  the  Rev.  T.  J.  L. 
Davies,  Church  of  England  Chaplain,  and  the  Rev.  E.  B. 
Weld-Blundell,  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain, 
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5. — The  following  is  a  table  of  attendances  of  the  several 
Members  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  at  the  monthly  and 
special  Meetings  held  during  the  year,  of  which  there  were  12 
monthly  and  2  special,  and  at  the  House  Committee  Meetings, 
of  which  there  were  6.

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The  Engineering  and  Agricultural  Sub-Committees  have 
also  met  from  time  to  time. 


6.  — We  granted  a  Pension  of  £58  14s.  6d.  per  annum  to 
Allen  Wagstaff,  Assistant  Storekeeper  and  Brewer  Attendant, 
who  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  Asylum  for  43  years.  This 
grant  has  been  approved  by  your  respective  Councils. 

7.  — The  new  system  of  Gas  Lighting  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  at  a  total  cost  of  £1,783  19s.  Id.,  and  is  working  satis¬ 
factorily 


8.  — We  have  entered  into  a  Contract  with  Hereford 
Asylum  for  reception  of  Male  Patients  at  a  charge  of  14s.  per 
head  per  week.  Ten  Patients  have  been  received  under  this 
Contract  up  to  the  31st  December,  1909. 

9.  — Important  alterations  to  the  Dairy  are  in  progress, 
but  the  cost  of  these  will  not,  we  think,  exceed  £200. 
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10.  — Deputations  of  Guardians  have  from  time  to  time 
visited  the  Asylum,  and  have  reported  favourably  on  their 
visits. 

11.  — The  rate  of  maintenance  for  all  County  Patients  for 
the  half-year  ended  30th  September,  1909,  was  9s.  lid.  per 
head  per  week. 


12.  — Two  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum 
on  the  19th  April  last,  and  we  append  a  copy  of  their  Report. 

13.  — The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Patients  in 
the  Asylum  at  the  last  Meeting  of  the  House  Committee  in

The  Committee  of  Visitors. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you,  as  concisely  as  I 
can,  niy  Seventh  Annual  Report. 

In  the  Chapel,  which  is  detached,  the  usual  Services  have 
been  regularly  held  on  Sundays  and  Wednesdays,  and  with  so 
much  heartiness  that  it  is  not  surprising  the  attendance  is 
very  good. 

In  the  Hospitals  as  well  there  are  Services  every  Sunday. 

In  the  Recreation  Room:,  an  ajverage  of  about  150 
Patients  have  assembled  daily  at  8  a.m.  for  prayers.  A 
Patient,  playing  the  harmonium,  has  accompanied  us  in  our 
hvmns.

The  Revs.  C.  Hughes  and  L.  Duddington,  of  Powick, 
Scurry  Jones,  of  Dudley,  and  A.  M.  Manley  and  A.  Bancroft, 
of  Leigh,  have  kindly  preached  special  sermons  to  us  in  Lent. 
The  occasional  ministrations  of  preachers  from  outside  are 
very  valuable,  relieving  monotony  and  imparting  variety  to 
the  service.  Moreover,  such  visits  are  one  means  of  bringing 
the  Patients  in  touch  with  the  general  community.

September  12th  was  marked  as  a  day  of  Thanksgiving  for 
the  Harvest,  when  the  Dean  of  Worcester  favoured  us  by 
preaching  the  special  sermon. 

Our  Choir  have  given  us  great  help  in  leading  the  musical 
part  of  our  Sunday  Services.  A  fairly  large  amount  of  music 
is  employed,  and  our  aim  is  to  give  the  congregation  as  large 
a  share  in  it  as  possible. 

I  have  been  daily  occupied  in  my  visits  to  my  people,  and 
I  dc  all  in  my  power  to  keep  a  close  communication  with  them. 
They  like  to  be  dealt  with  as  brothers,  in  a  friendly  and 
sympathetic  way,  and  not  to  have  everything  regarded  from 
an  asylum  point  of  view. 

It  is  a  pleasure-  to  know  that  God’s  Ministers  outside  the 
Asylum.,  in  response  to  our  request,  continue  to  do  a  good 
after  care  ”  work  amongst  our  Patients  discharged  recovered. 
Nine  of  our  household  are  being  prepared  for  Confirmation. 
The  rite  will  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when 
he  visits  the  parish  in  next  Lent. 

There  have  been  42  Burials.  The  miscellaneous  Shrubs 
you  planted  in  your  Cemetery  in  January  last  have  produced 
a  pleasing  appearance;  of  course  it  might  have  been  made 
more  effective  had.  you  not  to  consider  the  curtailment  of  grave 
space.  The  appearance,  however,  will  be  more  noticeable  when 
t lie  Shrubs  are  fully  grown. 

The  Library  has  been  opened  nearly  every  day,  and  more 
books  have  been  issued  than  in  any  other  year  ;  the  record 
number  is  1,329.  Serious  havoc  has  been  wrought  amongst 
the  books  placed  in  those  open  bookcases  in  some  of  the  wards  ; 
and  if  the  number  of  books  in  the  Library,  whence  they  are 
taken,  is  to  be  maintained,  I  fear  grants  of  money  will  have 
to  be  more  frequently  made. 

Cricket. — In  spite  of  the  loss  of  many  of  our  good  players, 
who  have  left  the  Asylum,  we  have  lost  only  four  out  of  14 
matches.  We  hope  it  may  be  found  possible  in  the  next 
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season  to  present  a  bat  to  each  Attendant  who  obtains  the  best 
batting  and  bowling  average,  as  a  stimulus  and  a  recognition 
of  their  services. 

I  wish  to  offer  my  gratitude  to  the  Superintendent  and 
the  rest,  of  the  Officers  and  Staff  for  their  kind  help.

ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Visiting  Committee  of  the 

Powick  Asylum. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,— 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for 
the  past  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  Service  has  been  held  on  all  the 
Sundays  throughout  the  year,  usually  at  11.45,  but  once  every 
month  Mass  has  been  celebrated  at  8  o’clock.  The  attend¬ 
ance  of  the  Patients  has  been  as  good  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected,  and  their  behaviour  during  the  Services  has  been 
satisfactory. 

Two  or  three  times  during  the  course  of  the  year,  at  the 
great  Festivals  of  the  Church,  I  have  administered  the 
Sacraments,  and  admitted  to  Holy  Communion  as  many  as  I 
considered  capable  of  receiving  it. 

In  addition  to  Sundays,  I  have  visited  the  Asylum  once 
a.  week,  and  have  given  them  such  spiritual  help  and  advice 
as  they  were  capable  of  receiving.  I  have  also  attended  the 
sick,  prepared  them  for  death,  and  administered  to  them  the 
last  rites  of  the  Church. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Superintendent, 
the  Medical  Staff,  and  all  the  other  Officials  of  the  Asylum, 
for  their  assistance  and  courtesy  when  engaged  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Worcester  County  and  City  Asylum,  . 

IV)  WICK, 

April  19th,  1909. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  Asylum,  which  continues  to 
be  maintained  in  very  good  order. 


Since  our  colleagues’  visit  in  June,  1908,  59  Patients  have 
been  admitted,  47  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  22  had 
recovered,  and  76  have  died.  Two  hundred  Patients  are 
boarded  out  in  the  Barnsley  Hall  Asylum,  and  one  woman  is 
out  on  trial.  There  are  to-day  resident  in  this  Asylum  915 
Patients,  in  the  proportion  of  412  men  to  503  women.  The 
vacant  accommodation  for  Patients  at  the  present  time  is 
estimated  to>  be  sufficient  for  119  on  the  male  and  126  on  the 
female  side. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  8s.  2d.  for 
home  Patients  and  15s.  for  private  Patients,  of  whom  there 
are  22.  There  are  no  Out-County  Patients. 

We  saw  all  the  Patients  in  residence  at  our  visit  to-day, 
and  gave  them  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us,  of  which 
many  availed  themselves.  We  found  them  neat  and  tidy  in 
their  dress  and  personal  appearance;  quiet  for  the  most  part, 
and  well  behaved;  and,  apart  from  the  subject  of  detention, 
free  from  complaints. 

The  Wards  and  Dormitories  were  bright  and  attractive 
looking,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  were  in  excellent  condition 
throughout. 
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We  thought  that  many  of  the  floors  were  worn  and  in 
need  of  attention,  and  that  more  rapid  progress  might  be 
made  in  staining  and  dry-rubbing  them.  The  door  handles 
in  the  water-closets  should  be  removed,  and  cheap  toilet 
requisites  for  use  in  them,  such  as  are  now  usual  in  Asylums, 
ought  to  be  supplied  to  Patients  of  both  sexes. 

The  Airing  Court  of  Female  Ward  5  presents  a  somewhat 
dreary  appearance,  and  it  would  be  well  to  plant  it  with  shrubs 
and  flowers,  as  has  been  clone  with  much  success  in  the  corres¬ 
ponding  Ward  on  the  Male  side. 

Some  of  the  older  Wards  on  both  sides  are  badly  in  need 
of  the  renewal  of  linoleum,  carpets,  and  paint;  this  was 
especially  noticeable  on  the  Male  side. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Factory  Inspector  who  has 
recently  visited,  as  to  the  fencing  of  dangerous  machinery  in 
the  Laundry,  Engine  House,  Farm  Buildings,  and  Mechanic’s 
Shop,  have  received  attention. 


We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  Irish  stew  with  bread  served  to 
the  Patients  in  several  of  the  Wards.  It  appeared  to  be  of 
good  quality  and  to  be  popular  with  the  Patients. 

The  Sunday  Church  Services  in  the  morning  and  after¬ 
noon  are  usually  attended  by  52  and  51  per  cent,  of  the 
Patients  respectively.  For  the  Roman  Catholics,  who  number 
50,  a  Service  is  held  on  Sundays,  which  is  attended  by  about 
half  of  them.  Mass  is  celebrated  monthly,  and  the  Priest 
visits  the  Wards  regularly  at  least  once  during  each  week,  and 
is  paid  for  his  services.  No  separate  arrangements  are  made 
for  the  Nonconformists. 

About  46  per  cent,  of  the  Patients  are  usually  present  at 
the  weekly  entertainments,  and  the  same  number  walk  out 
weekly  attended  beyond  the  Asylum  Estate.  The  creditable 
percentage  of  65  per  cent,  are  usefully  employed. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint  since  the 
last  visit,  but  23  Patients  have  been  secluded  on  38  occasions 
for  a  total  of  60  hours. 
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The  staff  of  Attendants  and  Nurses  isi  adequate,  showing 
a  proportion  by  day  of  one  to  every  10  Patients  ;  forty-eight 
per  cent,  of  them  can  show  more  than  five  years’  service  in 
the  Asylum.  One  Attendant  has  been  discharged  for  neglect¬ 
ing  his  duties. 

There  is  nothing  special  to  report  with  reference  to  the 
deaths,  all  of  which  were  the  result  of  natural  a,nd  ordinary 
causes,  ascertained  in  as  many  as  90  per  cent,  by  postmortem 
examination.  General  Paralysis  accounted  for  9.2  per  cent., 
and  Phthisis  and  the  decay  of  old  age  fertile  large  proportions 
of  21  and  17  per  cent  respectively.  Bedsores  were  present  in 
the  somewhat  undue  proportion  of  6.5  per  cent,  of  all  the 
deaths. 


No  Inquest  has  been  held. 

As  respects  the  general  health  of  the  Patients,  we  are 
able  to  report  upon  the  whole  favourably.  Seventeen,  or 
only  1.8  per  cent,  of  them  were  confined  to  bed  during  our 
visit,  and  no-one  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore  or  injury. 


One  woman  lias  confined  herself  to  bed,  under  the 
influence  of  religious  delusions,  and  not  for  any  physical 
reason,  for  the  last  11  or  12  years,  and  we  think  that  the  time 
has  now  arrived  when  determined  and  persistent  efforts  should 
be  made  to  bring  her  into  more  natural  and  wholesome  con¬ 
ditions  of  life. 


We  also  saw,  with  regret,  phthisical  Patients  being  treated 
iu  bed  in  the  associated  Dormitories.  We  hope  that  means 
will  be  found  to  provide  for  their  treatment  either  in  the 
open-air  or  in  some  form  of  segregation,  as  is  now  so  usual  in 
Asylums. 

In  the  last  10  months  there  have  been  7  cases  of 
Dysentery,  3  of  Erysipelas,  and  4  of  Diphtheria,  the  origin  of 
the  last  of  these  having  been  unascertained;  but  none  of  any 
other  form  of  zymotic  disease,  except  Influenza. 

Fractures  and  dislocations  of  bones  in  7  Patients  have 
comprised  the  serious  but  non-fatal  injuries;  and  in  all  but 
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one,  in  which  the  cause  was  not  discovered,  they  were  known 
to  have  been  accidentally  sustained. 

Dr.  Braine-H artii ell,  who  is.  evidently  well  acquainted 
with  his  cases  and  on  good  terms  with  his  Patients;  is  assisted 
by  three  medical  colleagues,  of  whom  one  is  a  lady. 

The  Case  Books  are  carefully  kept.

Gentlemen, — 

1  have  to  report  that  1  completed  my  Audit  of  the 
Accounts,  for  the  year  ended  31st  March  last,  of  the  Worcester 
County  and  City  Lunatic  Asylum,  on  the  8th  instant. 

The  total  amount  received  on  the  Maintenance  Account 
was  =£30,010  12s.  6d. ;  this  included  £1,883  19s.  7d.  from  Con¬ 
tributory  Authorities  under  Section  269  (9)  of  the  Lunacy 
Act  1890,  and  £956  6s.  4d.  received  on  account  of  Private 
Patients. 

The  rate  charged  to  the  Unions  for  the  Maintenance  of 
Pauper  Patients  was  8s.  2d.  per  head  per  week,  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  year,  although  it  appears  that  the  actual  cost 
of  maintenance  was  9s.  l-|d.  per  head.  In  consequence  of  this 
undercharge  to  the  Unions,  the  amount  on  deposit  with  the 
Treasurer  had  to  be  reduced  by  £1,000. 

The  actual  cash  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  on 
the  Maintenance  Account  at  the  31st  March  last,  including 
£2,000  on  deposit,  was  £3,302  4s.  6d.,  as  against  £4,893  5s. 
lOd.  in  hand  on  the  31st  March,  1908. 

The  total  expenditure  on  the  Maintenance  Account  was 
£31,615  7s.  5d.,  including  £7,325  Is.  6d.  paid  to  other  Asylums 
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for  Patients  under  contract,  and  £464  9s.  Od.  the  excess  of 
weekly  charge  on  Out-County,  Private,  and  Criminal  Patients 
transferred  to  the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund  Account. 

The  Receipts  on  the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund  Account, 
including  the  above  sum  transferred  from  the  Maintenance 
Account,  amounted  to  £3,069  10s.  Od.,  and  the  expenditure 
was  £2,858  5s>.  8d.  The  Balance  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  was  £587  15s.  lOd.  in  favour  of  the  Treasurer  and  Clerk. 

The  value  of  the  Farm  Stock  at  the  31st  March  last  was 
certified  at  £4,634  10s.  Od. 

I  again  took  exception  to-  a  gratuity  of  £10  10s.  Od.  paid 
to  Mr.  W.  H.  Huddleston,  vour  Farm  Bailiff,  and  the  amount 
was  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their 
sanction  under  the  Local  Authorities  (Expenses)  Act  1887.  I 
have  to'  draw  your  special  attention  to  the  Board’s  letter  dated 
the  7th  instant,  in  which  they  state  that  they  sanction  the 
above  payment  on  this  occasion,  but  they  could  not  undertake 
to  sanction  any  further  payment  of  the  kind,  so  as  to  with¬ 
draw  it  from  the  District  Auditors  jurisdiction. 

I  have  some  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  the  cost  of  Refresh¬ 
ments  supplied  from  the  Stores  Account  to  the  Members  of 
the  Visiting  Committee.  I  took  no  steps  at  this  Audit,  but 
I  should  like  the  Committee  to  consider  their  legal  position 
in  the  matter. 

I  understand  that  the  Members  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
of  the  Barnsley  Hall  Lunatic  Asylum  pay  for  the  refreshments 
supplied  to  them.

THE  FIFTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT

Asylum  at  Powick. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — 


I  beg  to  present  the  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1909.  The  Financial  Statement  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1910,  is  attached.  The  Annual  Statistical  Tables 
are  also  appended.  The  changes  that  occurred  amongst  the 
patients  were  as  follows  :  —

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  21  less  than  at  the  beginning.  The  males  had,  how¬ 
ever,  increased  by  5.  The  females  decreased  by  26.  In  June 
10  male  patients  were  received  under  contract  from  the 
Hereford  County  and  City  Asylum. 


The  average  number  resident  was  423  males,  512  females, 
total  935. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  was  481  males,  582 
females,  total  1,063. 


Admissions. — Sixty-one  males  and  48  females,  total  109, 
were  admitted  during  the  year. 
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The  direct  admissions  were  50  males,  44  females,  total  94. 


The  chief  causes  were  as  follows: — Insane  Heredity,  10.6 
per  cent.;  Alcohol,  14.0  per  cent.;  Stress,  18.0  per  cent.  The 
percentage  37.2,  in  which  no  reliable  history  can  be  obtained 
is  high,  and  points  to  wilful  withholding  of  facts  by  the 
relatives,  or  to  gross  carelessness  in  giving  answers  to  questions. 

Seven  males  and  14  females,  total  21,  out  of  94  direct 
admissions  have  had  a  previous  attack;  a  percentage  of  22.3. 

One  patient  was  admitted  with  a  cut  throat,  self-inflicted. 
One  man  had  a  fractured  rib  Gin  admission. 


Of  those  admitted  during  the  year  9  have  been  discharged 
“  recovered.”  Thirteen  have  died.  The  condition  of  bodily 
health  was  as  follows:  —

Discharges. — Fifty -three  patients,  19  males  and  34 
females,  were  discharged  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  14 
males  and  20  females  were  discharged  “  recovered,”  a  per¬ 
centage  of  26  males,  45.4  females,  total  35.1.  One  female 
patient  wais  discharged,  as  her  order  of  admission  was  declared 
to’  be  informal  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  no  evidence 
of  insanity  being  noted  in  the  medical  certificate.  Another 
patient  was  also  discharged  owing  to  an  informal  order.  Her 
order  of  admission  was  signed  by  a  Gloucestershire  Magistrate. 
The  Relieving  Officer  stated  that  it  was  difficult  to  get  a 
Worcestershire  Magistrate  in  that  district. 

Deaths. — Thirty-seven  males  and  40  females,  total  77, 
have  died  during  the  year,  being  at  the  rate  of  8.2  on  the 
average  number  resident. 


Phthisis  is  responsible  for  13  per  cent.,  Pneumonia  for 
9.1  per  cent.,  General  Paralysis  for  10.4  per  cent.,  Old  Age 
for  17  per  cent.  Full  details  of  deaths  will  be  found  in  Table 
D  2. 


Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  73  out  of  the  77 
.  deaths,  a  percentage  of  94.8.

The  criminal  patients,  who  rank  as  private  patients,  were 
two  in  number  on  January  1st,  1909.  Three  were  admitted. 
Three  were  transferred  to  the  pauper  class  on  the  expiration 
of  their  sentence,  or  on  discharge  by  the  Home  Secretary.  One 
died,  leaving  one  male  on  December  3 1st,  1909. 


Inquests. — One  inquest  took  place  during  the  year.  The 
jury  returned  the  following  verdict: — “Death  from  syncope 
due  to  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart.” 

Accidents. —  Ten  serious  accidents  occurred  during  the 
year,  all  noil-fatal.  These  were  as  follows:- — Two  case®  of 
fractured  ribs,  two  of  the  forearm,  one  of  the  nose,  one  of  the 
collar  bone,  one  of  the  fibula,  one  of  a  metacarpal  bone,  one 
dislocation  of  shoulder.  All  were  accidental  or  the  result  of 
Epilepsy.  One  patient  assaulted  another  with  a  polisher.  A 
black  eye  and  severe  cuts  on  the  head  were  inflicted.  All  have 
been  reported  to  your  Committee  from  time  to  time  as  they 
arose. 


Escapes. — Three  patients  escaped,  and  were  recaptured 
in  10,  30  and  50  minute®  respectively. 

Health. — In  February,  1909,  there  were  4  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  all  females.  They  all  made  a  good  recovery.  There 
was  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  the  village  at  the  time.  In 
September  there  was  an  isolated  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one 
of  Typhoid.  There  have  been  3  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

Staff. — The  changes  have  been  numerous,  especially 
among  the  juniors.  Dr.  C.  Mary  Hankin  resigned  the  post  of 
3rd  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Ruttledge  was 
appointed  to  the  vacant  post.  Mr.  Parry,  Storekeeper, 
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resigned  on  getting  a,  more  lucrative  position  at  tlie  Norfolk 
County  Asylum.  Mr.  Jackson,  Assistant  Clerk,  was  promoted 
to  be  Storekeeper.  In  March,  1909,  Mr.  J.  W.  Morris  was 
appointed  to  the  new  post  of  Stores  Clerk.  Mr.  W.  Long den, 
Superintendent’s  Clerk,  was  given  the  post  of  Assistant  Clerk. 
Mr.  Bishop  was  appointed  Superintendent’s  Clerk.  Allan 
Wagstaff,  Assistant  Storekeeper  and  Brewer,  was  pensioned 
after  44  years’  faithful  service.  In  January,  1909,  Mr.  W. 
Bubb,  who  was  in  receipt  of  a  pension,  died.  Several  Charge 
Nurses,  of  long  standing,  left  to  be  married.  Some  of  the 
junior  Male  Attendants  left  to  join  the  Police  service.  I  can 
speak  highly  of  the  general  conduct  of  the  Nurses  and  Attend¬ 
ants.  I  am  much  indebted  to  my  medical  colleagues  and  the 
heads  of  the  different  Departments  for  the  interest  they  display 
in  their  work  and  in  the  general  welfare  of  the  Asylum  and  its 
inmates'.

General  Matters.— The  charge  per  patient  per  week  has 
been  9s.  lid. 


The  average  cosh  per  patient  per  week  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1910,  was  9s.  l-|d. 
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The  average  cosit  per  patient  per  week,  including  interest 
on  loans,  repayment  of  capital,  and  sums  granted  for  general 
repairs  by  County  and  City  Councils  was  10s.  8d. 

The  system  of  book-keeping,  etc.,  in  the  Stores  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  re-arranged,  and  is  working  smoothly. 

The  Gas  Works,  which  were  getting  very  old,  have  been 
entirely  re-modelled  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Adlington, 
of  Worcester.  Twoi  beds  of  four  retorts  and  one  of  six  retorts 
have  been  built.  A  gasometer  capable  of  holding  30,000  cubic 
feet  has  also  been  put  in.  The  work  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  progressing  favourably. 

The  Dairy  has  been  enlarged  and  improved. 

The  Factory  Inspector  visited  the  Asylum  in  December, 
1909.

If  preferred  6  ozs.  Coffee  is  given  in  lieu  of  Tea. 

When  necessary  12  ozs.  Salt  Butter  is  issued  instead  of  8  ozs.  Fresh, 
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Conditions  under  which  Private  Patients  are  admitted  into 

the  Asylum. 


I.  The  charge  for  Patients  coming  from,  or  having  a  settlement  in 
some  Union  in  the  County  or  City  of  Worcester  is  15s.  a  week,  payable 
quarterly  in  advance. 

II.  The  charge  for  maintenance  covers  all  ordinary  expenses,  but  in 
cases  of  prolonged  bodily  disease  an  additional  weekly  charge  may  be  made 
to  cover  the  cost  of  special  medicines  and  stimulants. 

III.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  discharge  of  any  Private  Patient 
before  the  maintenance  moneys,  paid  in  advance,  have  been  exhausted  by 
effluxion  of  time,  the  balance  will  be  refunded  to  the  person  who  made 
the  last  payment  in  respect  of  such  Patient. 

IV.  The  Patients  may  wear  their  own  clothes,  but  will  have  the  same 
accommodation  in  all  respects  as  the  other  Patients. 

V.  Application  for  the  admission  of  a  Patient  on  the  private  class 
must  be  made  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Medical  Officer  at  the 
Asylum,  who  will  supply  all  the  various  blank  forms  for  the  order  and 
medical  certificates.. 

VI.  The  excess  charge  made  for  Private  Patients  beyond  the  ordinary 
pauper  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  is  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Repairs 
Account. 
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
